much interested yet In my soul, and that if she couldn't explain it to me 
BO as to make It worth while to take a day off to look after it, I'd rather 
take chances and do what I please on Sunday."

Talks On Ohio. 


Mr. Harding then takes up

-hose who considered the saloon a 
necessary adjunct to civilization. To 
:juote his words:

scant majority of the electors voting 
on the constitution in 1851, 
there 


was no possibility of regulation, ex- 
cept under the penal code. One had 
to stand either for the evil, lawless, 
unregulated saloon, or embrace 
the 


gospel of absolute prohibition, and,if 
consistent, of total abstinence. 


Wants Middle Ground. 


"The result has been one 
pro- 


longed warfare. It is as uniust to sa- 
that all on one side arc fanatics .is 
to say that all opposing are drunk- 
ards." The question in its various 
ramifications has swept parties 
out 


of and into power, elected presidents 
and senators, constables and asses- 
sors and it is no 
nearer 
solution 


than it was in 1S.11 in reality. It has 
resulted in the growth of dangerous 
organizations upon each side, eacn 
in its efforts to piomote its own ab-

At this point Mr. Harding takes up 


the question of saloon license 
and 


regulation, as applied to Ohio — the 
proposition that is being advocated 
by the liberal interests of the state 
in order that they will be in a posi- 
tion to force their business to a high- 
er plane through the passage of regu- 
latory and 
limitation 
laws 
that 


would quickly drive the -'dives" and 
the lawbreaking saloonkeeper put of 
business. 


On the license question Mr. Hard- 


ing says: "in other states a step has 
been taken in advance through 
the 


passage of laws which provide for 
the regulation of the saloon, so as to 
mitigate to as large an extent as pos- 
sible the evils 
inevitably 
resulting 


from the traffic, whether it be car- 
ried on openly or clandestinely. 
In 


those states, and where the saloons 
are permitted at all. their number is 
limited, the character of the keeper 
is scrutinized, the conduct of the sa- 
loon is prescribed a*id regulated and 
vioiation of any law subjects the of- 
fender not only to the criminal pen- 
alties provided, but to a permanent 
revocation of his license to do busi- 
ness in connection with the traffic. 


Pennsylvania System. 


"If we, in Ohio, could 
have 
such 


a statute, in addition to those already 
upon our code, we 
believe that 
it 


would greatly aid in the preservation 
of the peace, and .moral and 
tem- 


poral welfare of our people. 
Under 


such regulation, there would still he 
power in the event that in certain 
communities 
absolute 
prohibition 


was wanted, to enforce the Beal law 
provisions, if the 
regulatory 
laws 


were evaded; it would always be pos- 
sible to invoke the Rose law or the 
p.party law if wanted or needed. 
Jji 


short, it would give us the right 
to 


.^ay tnat we want or do not wane sa- 
loons, but that if we must have them 
we can regulate them, hold them to 
responsibility and to good behavior 
and keep them out of politics." 


He points out, further, that 
his 


paper was one of the first to suggest 
that candidates for delegates to the 
constitutional con\ ention should be 
pledged in advance to submit ques- 
i'on-; involving the liquor question 
to the people. 
He argues that the 


matter cannot be settled in conven- 
tion, but must be determined by 
a 


general vote, in such a way that the 
will of the majority shall be honest- 
ly determined and accepted." 


In concluding his editorial, 
Mr. 


Harciing says: 


.Must Be Dealt With.

OBITUARY 


Delicacy and Capacity of the Ordinary 


Watch. 


Few pieces of machinery show more 


runrvelous features tliuu that of the 
watch. 
As e general proposition it 


may be stated that a watch is the 
smallest, most delicate instrument of 
the sntne number of parts that has 
ever been devised. About 175 differ- 
ent pieces of material enter into its 
construction, and upward of 2,400 sep- 
arate operations are comprised ia its 
manufacture. 


Certain of the facts connected with 


its performance are almost incredible 
when considered as a whole. A black- 
smith strikes several hundred blows 
ou his anvil In a day and. as a matter 
of course, is glad when Sunday comes, 
but the roller jewel of a watch makes 
every day—and day after day—432.000 
impacts against the fork or 157,080,000 
blows during the course of a year 
without stop or rest, or some 3,103,- 
600,000 blows during the space of 
twenty years, the period for which a 
•watch is usually guaranteed to keep 
good time. 


But the wonder of It does not cease 


here. It has been calculated that the 
power that moves the watch Is equiv- 
alent to only four times the force used 
in a fleat's jump. Tbe watch power is 
therefore what might be termed the 
equivalent to a four flea power. One 
horsepower would suffice to operate 
270,000,000 watches. 


Furthermore, the balance wheel of a 


watch is moved by this four flea power 
one and forty-three one-hundredths 
inches with each vibration, or 3,558% 
miles continuously in one year. 


Not much oil is required to lubricate 


the little machine on its 3.500 mile run. 
It takes only one-tenth of a drop of 
oil to oil the entire machinery of a 
year's service.—Scientific American.

Tenth of a Second. 


It is not common to find a person

But in these days of 
speeding automobiles the exact, time 
when each of two colliding vehicles 
must have occupied particular spots 
may be a matter of great importance. 
In a recent experiment a car took 
nearly two seconds to stop after brakes 
were applied, and in that time it 
mov- 


ed nineteen feet. So even fractions of 
n second are important. One can train 
himself to estimate even tenths of a 
second. 
Try it with a watch, and it 


will be found that it is just possible to 
count ten in the lapse of a single sec- 
ond. 
Kut one must count very fast 


to do it.—Scientific American. 


Alps Could Run the Railways. 


Kngineers in Xurich report, 
after 


careful 
examination, that 
sufficient 


electric 
power 
could be developed 


from the waterfalls of the Alps to run 
nil the railways of Switzerland. There, 
would be little or no reduction of cost, 
it is said, but the time may come 
when the change from steam to elec- 
tricity may bo desirable, because Swit- 
zerland has to import all the coal she 
uses. 


From twenty-one waterfalls, some of 


which are already partially utilized 
for industrial purposes, 80,000 horse- 
power could be developed, but only 00.- 
DOO horsepower would be required to 
replace the steam power now used on 
the railroads.

NOT AFRAID TO USE VETO, 


Speaker Clark and 
Minority Leader 


Mann Pr*p«r« to Fight th» Stnat* to 
Sustain Prerogative of th» House. 
Are Prepared to Stay Continually In 
Session if Necessary.

President Tuft has taken a leaf out of 
the Koosevelt book. "He bold and get! 
the reputation of daring congress and 
defying it when u good opportunity 
occurs."

"guide to presidents."

Everybody knows that the former 


president made a great success by 
"smashing 
things" occasionally and 


also by "bin-king up" when he wanted 
to attract the attention of the people. 
Both expressions were often heard at 
the White House in the days preceding 
the last inauguration. 


President 
Tuft 
certainly 
showed 


backbone in the way he handled the 
questions which congress sent him. 
lie showed rery plainly that he was 
not in the least afraid of using the 
veto power which the constitution gave 
him. 
j 


Secrecy Criticised. 


Mr. Bryan made a great hit In crit- 


icising the secrecy of the caucus. Be- 
yond doubt it would be much better if 
the secrecy in government business 
could be eliminated. 
The executive 


orders of Roosevelt nnd Taft prohibit- 
ing government officials from talking 
about government affairs have been se- 
verely condemned, and In many cases 
it is shown that they have led to evil. 
Publicity relating to campaign funds 
ought to be extended to publicity of 
public business. 


Will Fight the Senate. 


Chnmp Clark says he will make a 


contest with the senate and keep con- 
gress in continuous session to sustain 
the prerogative of the house if enough 
members will stand with him. 
Jim 


Mann, speaking for the Republicans, 
says they will stay with Clark for a 
•fight to the finish. 


The senate has several times over- 


ridden the house in making amend- 
ments and in originating legislation 
which belongs to the house. Usually 
a threat by the senate to hold out in- 
definitely and prevent an adjournment 
scares the members of the house, and 
they give way. Champ Clark and Jim 
Mann together might make a winning 
fight. 


Closing Down Debate. 


For several months Chairman TJn- 


dorwood has allowed the house to 
choose its own gait, "without a check 
rein," as one of tbe horsy members 
put it. but as the end of the session 
drew nearer he showed that he could 
close down hard and shut off talk as 
easy as the most accomplished Can- 
non lieutenants during the previous 
eight years. 
By the time the short 


session arrives he will be able to run 
the house on a limited talk schedule. 


Tangled About Conference. 


As usual, the senate can devote a lot 


of time to talk over something that is 
perfectly plain. 
Such was the case 


about a conference report, when all 
rules have Ne,en stated and published 
many times. 
"Although I have had 


experience on conference committees," 
remarked Senator Lodge, "I am never 
clear as to where conference reports 
are first made." 
As that was the 


point tinder discussion, it is not sur- 
prising that other senators not so fa- 
miliar with parliamentary law should 
also be confused.

The Pastor took 


for his te^t God's message to Adnin, 
after the latter had become a transgres- 
sor in Eden, when be told from his 
Maker: "Where Art Thou, Adam?" 


The speaker said in 
(Genesis ill, 9). 
part: 


"Be sure your sin will find you out." 


Adam learned this lesson early in his 
career. Highly favored by his Maker. 
crowned with the glory and honor of 
human perfection and the lordship of 
earth, Adam had the offer of everlast- 
ing life, under Edenic conditions. But 
while condemning his disobedience we 
cannot help sympathizing with him 
when we realize that the act of dis- 
loyalty which brought the Divine sen- 
tence upon Adam, and, by heredity, 
upon all of his race, was caused by 
love for his wife. 


The unvarnished narrative Is that 


Mother Eve thirsted for knowledge, 
and was not content to await the Al- 
mighty's time for giving -them knowl- 
edge. She hearkened to the Serpent's 
plea that the Almighty was seeking 
to keep herself and her husband in 
iirimrnnce by forbidding them to par- 
take of the fruit of the tree of knowl- 
edge. She had not come to know the 
benevolence of her Maker, and that no 
good thing would He withhold from 
His obedient creatures. She had not 
yet learned that the fruit of that tree 
was forbidden for a time only, and 
that the premature eating of it could 
bring no blessing, but Divine disfavor 
The Apostle shows this when 'he de- 
clares that Mother Eve was deceived; 
but with equal positiveness he de- 
clares that Father Adam was not, 
himself, deceived;Nthat he partook of 
the fruit knowingly, intentionally, wil- 
fully, and with A full realization of 
the disobedient act which brought 
upon him death— "The wages of sin is 
dentli;" "Thou shall surely die" (Ro- 
mans vi, 23; Genesis ii, 17). 


But while Adam's act was one of 


chivalry— was really suicide because 
of love for his wife, who had trans- 
gressed—nevertheless, it was an act 
of disobedience. lie should have had 
loyalty to his Creator first,, above his 
loyalty to his wife. Indeed, we have 
reason to believe that Mother Eve's 
transgression might have been can- 
celled in some manner, since it was 
committed, under deception. 
Father 


Adam's course should have been to 
remain loyal to God at all hazards, 
and to have trusted to Divine love 
and wisdom in respect to the results. 
Everywhere the Scriptures lay stress 
upon Adam's disobedience, which wns 
a wilful sin against light and. knowl- 
edge. 


The sinners hid themselves in the 


Garden. The inference is that, pre- 
viously, they had enjoyed fellowship 
mid communion with their Creator, 
but as soon as they sinned they re.il- 


their unworthlness of Divine fel- 


lowship—sin turned them away from 
God. 
Instead of the happiness of His 


fellowship, they had discontent and 
c\ il forebodings of estrangement. They 


which leads back to God. but with 


that fear or terror which leads them 
to think of Him a* a great Demon, 
who has provided for their eternal 
torture. 


The same principle operates In the 


minds of people born In civilized lands. 
There is a fear, a dread respecting the 
future, a dread which takes hold also 
upon things of the present life. This 
fear toward God, the Scriptures de- 
clare, Is wrong, saying, "Their fear 
toward Me ia taught by the precepts 
of men." (Isa. 29:13.) These precepts 
of men are represented In our various 
creeds, all of which claim to be the 
Word of the Lord, but all of which are 
the product of fearful, human minds. 


God's Word does not uphold a single 


creed of Christendom, nor does a sin- 
gle- creed of Christendom uphold God's 
Word. They all contain certain ele- 
ments of Truth, around which great 
masses of error have gathered. How- 
ever, if only such as conscientiously 
believe every feature of their creeds 
should remain with them, and If all 
others were to step out, honestly and 
fearlessly, the creeds would be found 
to have very few worshipers. They 
are fetishes of idol worship, surely dis- 
pleasing to the Lord. Let every one 
oppose this fear which has done so 
much to discredit God and His Word 
and so much to turn the hearts and 
minds of the best people in the world 
away from God and the Bible. 


"Where Art Thou, Sinner?" 


While our first parents hid from God, 


and all of our race have the same dis- 
position because of fear, God, never 
theless, has not hidden from his crea 
tures. As He called Rafter Adam, say- 
ing, "Where art thou?" and brought 
Adam forth from his hiding place, so 
in due time all of Adam's children will 
be pursued by His grace and mercy 
until all shall come to know of the love 
of God which passeth all human un- 
derstanding. 


We are not Informed that our first 


parents afterward hearkened to Go6 
and repented of their disobedience. 
We merely know that they could nol 
retrace their steps. 
The sentence ol 


death upon' them was enforced. They 
were driven out of Eden—away from 
the life-sustaining fruits. The Divine 
sentence against them was, "Dying 
thou shalt die." Gradually the dying 
process operated against the perfect 
man until, after nine hundred anc 
thirty years of struggling, he sue. 
cumbed—he was dead. 
The Divine 


sentence against our first parents de 
scended to their posterity. 
As God 


said to Mother Eve, "I will greatly 
multiply thy sorrow and thy concep 
tion," so has it been with all of her 
daughters. 


And God said to Adam, "In the 


sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread 
until thou return unto the ground from 
whence thou wast taken." So Adam's 
sons also have contended with the 
thorns and thistles, and, in sweat o 
face, have labored for sustenance 
gradually succumbing to the cares o 
human life—dust to dust returning 
But as God called after the sinner in 
Eden, so He has called after the sin 
ner since, but remarkably few hav< 
had the hearing ear. 


Amongst those mentioned In th 


Bible who heard the voice of God anc 
obtained reconciliation, we remembe 
Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob 
and all the prophets, the Apostles 
etc. But the masses of mankind have 
not at any time been ready to hearken 
to God's voice. Fear has driven them 
further and further away from the 
Only Name. The question is a prope 
one here. How long will God call aft 
er the sinner? How long will the sin 
ner continue to be fearful of his Crea 
tor, and continue to go further from. 
Him? And Is God calling as loudly a 
Divine Justice, Wisdom, Love anc 
Power can call? If not, why not? 


Why Not Call More Loudly? 


God's call was greatly increased In 


the days of our Savior and since 
Men have heard of God's' love and 
mercy and His Invitation to become 
reconciled to Him, but many still be- 
lieve in the teachings of the Dark 
Ages, regarding eternal torment, which 
tends to drive them to fear and away 
from God. The Apostle declares what 
we, as Bible students, more and more 
appreciate, namely, that it is the Low

"John Paul had a brother In Virginia whom he Tteited. John Paul for 


tome reason called himself John Paul Jones—he was nn odd boy. From 
'bearing his brother tell of the way the English king ill treated the colo- 
nists, taxing them for money to spend In England when he had no right to 
do so, John Paul grew to have a great deal of sympathy for the Americans. 
and BO when the war of the Revolution broke out John Paul promptly offered 
•to help the colonists. 


"Soon after he entered the American navy he was promoted to be eom- 


.xnander of a small ship. With it he captured sixteen British ships officered 
by experienced British sea fighters. He whipped the British ships so often that 
Great Britain's boast that 'she ruled the wave' sounded like a joke. His most 
famous fight was with a big British warship called the Serapls. John Paul 
iaahed his ship to the Serapis and gave his men to understand that 1C was 
either take the Serapis or be taken. The English were so brutal to their pris- 
oners that the men fought like demons. They took the Serapis. 


"The American congress gave John Paul a medal for his services, and King 


Loots XVI.. who was then England's enemy and the friend of America, gave 
him a sword. That was about all he got. 


"John Paul Jones died In Paris a poor man when about forty years old. 


'It was only a few years ago that the United States brought his body to this 
country and buried It with honors. He was one of the greatest of sea fighters. 
He might have been a rich man with a title had he fought for England instead 
of for what ae believed was right"
